S etting aside their contract spat with the province, 
taxpayers can be thankful for Ontario doctors in more 
ways than for their life-saving skills: 

■ Most physicians trained here stay in Canada, a bow 
to taxpayers who shoulder the burden of the more than $1 
million it costs to educate and train each doctor. 

■ Many young doctors at least consider small town or 
rural family practice, and some — not enough — actually 
follow through, forsaking big-city professional hubs.

But all that aside, taxpayers don't need doctors 
prescribing higher taxes or shock-treatment advertising on 
junk food.

Garage fire in Port

PORT COLBORNE — Fire tore 
through a Stanley St. garage last 
week causing more than $170,000 in 
damage. 

Port Colbome Fire and Emergency 
Services responded to reports of a 
vehicle fire in the garage of a home at 
501 Stanley St. at about 10:30 am. 

alerted to the fire by a smoke alarm 
and were able to vacate the house 
without injury. 

“See, working smoke alarms 
in homes do save lives,” said Port 
Colbome fire Chief Tom Cartwright, 
who was still on scene shortly before 
4 p.m. He stressed the importance 
of ensuring alarms are correctly 
installed and working properly. 

Firefighters were able to move 
quickly and get the blaze under 

“There was tremendous heat,” 
Cartwright said of the fire, which at 
one point had flames coming out of 
the top and back of the garage. 

The garage contained storage 
space in its top half, which also 


caught Are. Access to the storage area 
was impeded by the garage door, 
which had to be removed, Cartwright 

The garage was attached to the 
house through a sun room. 

Firefighters were able to cut the 
fire off in the room and prevent any 
significant damage from reaching the 
interior of the home. The interior did 

The house next door to the garage 
also sustained damage. 

Cartwright pegged the damage 
caused by the fire at $75,000 for con¬ 
tents of the garage, $75,000 for the 
structure and $20,000 to $25,000 for 
exposure damage done to the neigh¬ 
bouring home. 

The fire is believed to have started 
in the engine compartment of the 
2004 Chrysler Sebring parked in the 
garage, Cartwright said. 

The convertible was in “immacu¬ 
late condition” and hadn't been 
driven in about a week, he said, 
adding it was used as a weekend

PORT COLBORNE — Welland's hos¬ 
pital petition is heading to the South 
Niagara Health Care Corp. 

Welland’s request to endorse the petition 
last week, but decided to refer it to the 
corporation for review at its next meeting. 

The SNHCC will meet Nov. 26 at 1 p.m. 
at Port Colbome city hall. 

Prior to the decision being made, 
Ward 4 Coun. Barbara Butters asked that 
council give endorsement to the petition 
during Monday’s discussion. 

The petition asks the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to retain services at Welland and 
Niagara Falls hospitals, which include 
inpatient pediatrics and obstetrics. 

It also asks for construction of a new 
h Niagara hospital in a more central 
Welland location, rather than the recom¬ 
mended Niagara Falls site. 

Butters asked that councillors endorse 
the petition and that the city make it 
accessible for residents to sign. 

“It’s important that we do stand 
together with our neighbours on this,” 

Ward 3 Coun. Frank Danch accessed a 
copy of the petition and will have it avail¬ 
able for signing at his business, Frank’s 
Home Building Centre, 270 Main St W. 

Port Colbome Mayor Vance Badawey 
suggested the petition be referred to the

SNHCC. 

The corporation, he said, intends 
to bring an “expert panel on board” to 
see what is in the best interest of south 
Niagara, including Port Colbome.

Access to ammunition at

WELLAND — Ian Thomson will not 
leam the outcome of his controversial 
firearms charges until the newyear. 

The Port Colborne man’s case 
returned to a Welland courtroom last 
Thursday, but adjourned until Jan. 3 to 
allow Judge Tory Colvin time to review 
submissions presented by the Crown 
and defence. 

less storage of firearms charges stem- 
ming from an August 2010 incident 
in which his home was firebombed 
by four assailants launching Molotov 


cocktails and uttering death threats. 

He was inside the home at the time 
of the attack and has previously admit¬ 
ted to firing three shots to ward off the 

His charges stem not from the use 
of the gun, but from storage of his fire¬ 
arms and ammunition. 

“The issue has come down to the 
ammunition and whether it was 
stored in accordance with regulation,” 
Colvin said as Thursday’s proceedings 
got underway. 

“The position of the Crown ... was 
that the guns and ammunition were 
always in the bedroom,” said Crown 
attorney Bob Mahler, who intended to 


continue pursuing the charges. 

During the beginning of the trial 
in February, the Crown suggested 
Thomson had the guns and ammuni¬ 
tion in his nightstand beside his bed. 

It was an accusation flatly denied 
by Thomson, who said the guns were 
taken from his safe. It was, however, 
indicated that ammunition was in 
Thomson’s beside table. 

The Crown had failed to prove 
beyond a reasonable doubt that 
Thomson's guns were illegally stored, 
Thomson’s attorney Edward Burlew 
said during the previous proceeding. 

In having the ammunition in place 
where it was, with the gun securely 


locked up, Thomson satisfied the 
regulations of not having the ammu¬ 
nition readily available to the firearm, 
Burlew said Thursday. 

“That is the regulatory standing.” 

Mahler argued that though the reg¬ 
ulation wording indicates the ammu¬ 
nition should not be readily accessible 
to the firearm, it is implied by parlia¬ 
ment that in turn that ammunition 
not be readily accessible to the gun 

Burlew questioned how the ammu¬ 
nition could be considered not readily 
accessible to the firearms owner, as 
the owner could have the key to the 
safe on hand and open it "within sec¬ 
onds” for access. 

The regulation, he added, does not 
talk about access of the owner to the 
firearms. 

“It talks about the firearm and 
ammunition and their relationship." 

“In other words, if I have no fire¬ 
arms in my home, I could have a fist 
full of ammunition on the bedside 
table?” Colvin asked. 

“Yes,” Burlew responded. 

The regulation does not apply only 
to the licensed firearms owner, but to 
everyone, Mahler said. 

Should an intruder enter the home 
and find the ammunition, it is readily 
accessible despite being hidden in a 
bedside table, he added. 

Parliament has legislated that fire¬ 
arms and ammunition to be locked 
securely not only for safety but 
to address concerns of suicide and 
domestic violence, Mahler said. 

“If both are locked up, it will cause 
that moment of pause.” 

The court is aware the ammunition 
was not securely locked, Mahler said, 
adding it’s now a matter of determin¬ 
ing whether it was readily accessible. 

Thomson’s previous testimony and 
evidence have indicated it was readily 
accessible, he added. 

The regulation, Burlew argued, does 
not say ammunition cannot be readily 
accessible to the gun owner, but rather 
to the firearm itself. 

If an intruder were to break into the 
home and find the ammunition, they 
would still not have access to the fire¬ 
arm that was securely stored, he said. 

firearm was locked up, the ammuni¬ 
tion was not readily accessible for use. 

Written submissions were provided 
to the court from both the Crown and 
defence earlier this week. Colvin said 
he required time to review them thor¬ 
oughly before making a judgement 

Should he require further clarifica¬ 
tion, submissions could be provided 
in writing or possibly presented orally 
on Jan. 3. If no further clarification is 
necessary, Colvin said a judgement 
could potentially be given that day.

March 2,2011: A peaceful 
protest is held outside of the Welland 
courthouse in support of Thomson as 
he returns to court.

Jan. 30,2012: Thomson’s trial 
for the remaining firearms charges 
begins in a Welland courtroom. After 
two days, the trial is adjourned to May 
and then again adjourned to October. 

Oct. 25,2012: Judge Tory 
Colvin requires more time to review 
submissions on the case and 
adjourns ta Jan. 3,2013. 


Dec, 3,2012: The four accused in 
the firebombing of Thomson’s home 
will return to St. Catharines court.

PORT COLBORNE — Lest we forget 

Members of Royal Canadian Legion 
Branch 56 have worked hard over the 
years to ensure remembrance of the ulti¬ 
mate sacrifice remains prominent in Port 
Colbome. 

Reminders of that 
sacrifice, made by 
the men and women 
of war, can be found 
throughout King 
George Memorial Park 
— and the legion wants 
to keep it that way. 

Legion member Bob 
Saracino made a pre¬ 
sentation to council last 
week looking for assur¬ 
ances that the memo¬ 
rial items placed in the park by the legion 
will not be touched should the city move 
forward with a proposed community stage. 
Those items, placed to mark different occa¬ 
sions, include a howitzer gun to commem¬ 
orate the legion's 75th anniversary in 2001, 
benches marking the 60th anniversary of 
D-Day in 2004, and the Veterans’ Way foot¬ 
path, created to celebrate the Year of the 
Veteran in 2005. 

Port Colbome’s community stage is cur- 
rendy one of many projects from across 
Canada vying for binding through a con¬ 
test hosted by Aviva Insurance. 

Colbome resident Mark Robinson and 
also including Ward 2 Coun. Yvon Doucet 
and regional Coun. Dave Barrick, submit¬ 
ted the application for the competition 
following approval from council. 

If the project is chosen, the city could 
received upward of $150,000 to make the 
stage a reality. 


The public is currently able to vote on 
the projects from across Canada that they’d 
like to see receive funding. 

If Port Colbome’s stage was successful 
in its quest for funds, Saracino questioned 
the impact it would have on the existing 
memorial pieces. 

“They are our treasures ... articles of 
remembrance," he said, calling them a tes¬ 
tament to the men and women who fought 
for Canada. 

mittee from the beginning only wanted 
to move forward with the stage if the 
legion’s memorial pieces would remain 
undisturbed. 

The legion, he added, should have been 
notified about plans for the stage and 
intentions to keep the pieces untouched. 

If the project does receive funding, it’s 
the city’s intention to bring together a com¬ 
mittee including all stakeholders to deter¬ 
mine how to best move it forward, said 
Mayor Vance Badawey. He recommended 
that a member of the legion be Included 
on the committee.

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Ringworm is a common name for fungal skin infections. 
These types of infections are also referred to as tinea. They affect 
approximately 10% to 20% of the population. Ringworm appears 
as rings or round red patches with clear centers and red, scaly 
borders. Tinea can affect the scalp, nails, or skin. 

Management for superficial fungal infections involves some 
simple non-drug methods, and over-the-counter remedies in the 
form of sprays lotions and creams. Affected individuals should 
try to reduce moisture in the affected area. Loose-fitted clothing 
made of cotton or material that absorbs moisture should be 
worn. The skin should be dried completely before covering with 
clothing. If the infection involves the feet, flip flops should be 
worn with bare feet to prevent spread to others and reinfection. 

There are also many topical antifungal agents available. 
Examples include Canesten cream (clotrimazole), Nizoral 
shampoo (ketoconazole), and Monistat-Derm (miconazole), to 
name a few. Creams and solutions are useful because they can 
be rubbed into the area. Solutions work in hairy areas because 
they are easier to apply. Powders can serve as useful additions 
to creams and solutions. They are helpful when the infection is 
wet or oozing, or where a drying agent is needed. When applying 
the antifungal product it should be applied to the lesion as well 
as one to two inches around the lesion. The antifungal should 
also be used for one to two weeks after lesions clear to reduce 
the rate of recurrence. 

Patientswhohavediabetes.orthosewhoareimmunosuppressed 
may need prescription oral therapy. It is best for your doctor to 
assess theses fungal infections. Fungal infections of the nail are 
also resistant to over-the-counter treatment. 

There are some home remedies for treating nail fungus. 
Patients have tried applying Vikcs VapoRub and tea tree oil. There 
is not a lot of evidence to suggest the efficacy of these products 
for this condition, however some people may wish to try them 
before resorting to an oral medication. 

If you think you may be affected by a fungal infection there 
are a number of treatment options available. Most issues can be 
resolved with some persistence and the proper product. Please 
speak to your pharmacist about what option is best for you.
